GUNPOWDER.

The discussion on the Chinese exclu- 
sion bill raised the question of who in- 
vented gunpowder. As it has a most 
important bearing upon the question of 
the going of the Chinese (!) all the 
light possible should be given upon the 
subject, and we propose to do our share 
in the lucidation thereof. 

One writer of an ancient date says 
the date and the author of the inven- 
tion are buried in obscurity.

He says: The 
villain who brought into the world so 
mischievous a thing is not worthy that 
his name should remain in the memory 
of men!“ Some other writer character- 
izes this explosive as ‘‘villainous salt- 
petre. Inthe year 1815 Julius Afri- 
canus, a Christian writer of Palestine, 
described the mode of preparing the 
destructive fluid. In the year 668 Cal- 
linicus, of Helioplis, introduced Greek 
In 690 the 
Arabs used. firearms against Mecca, 
bringing the knowledge of them from 
India. In 811 King Leo employed fire- 


arms, and in 1073 King Solomon of 


Hungary bombarded Belgrade „with 
cannon. A knowledge of the use of 
gunpowder must have been quite gen- 
eral after these last dates, as frequent 
mention is made of it. From the au- 
thorities quoted it is evident that gun- 
powder was invented by the Chinese or 
their immediate neighbors, and it is 
immaterial which. We concede it to 
the Celestials, and wish they would 
stay at home and continue its manufac- 
ture rather than come here Wen 
us to use it on them.

Selecting Trees, 


The knowing planter prefers a stout 
stem, short rather than long, and full 
of buds and spurs from which leaves 
can issue to shade the stem and help 
the ascent of sap; which will also yield 
early first samples of the fruit. If 
shoots issue from these lower down than 
he would have the head, he stops the 
extension by a timely pinch with thumb 
and finger as growth goes on. If the 
stem is not erect, that is a minor and 


by a stake and string rightly applied. 
It is important that the roots oj a tree 
be fresh, undried by wind and unbitten 
by frost. If a scrape with a finger-nail 
shows a white, bright, moist surface 
under the onter film of brown, the roots 
are sound. As tothe top, the ripe free 
shoots of last year indicate health and 
vigor. These roots should be shortened 
in (except the one or th.ee to form the 
head). Thus we examine the three 
constituents of the tree—the roots that 
supply, the stem and its bark that car- 
ries, and the leaf-bearing buds that 
digest.—N. Y. Tribune. 4 


Care for Freekles, 


Freckles are not easily washed out of 
those who have a florid complexion and 
are much in the sunshine; but the fol- 
lowing washes are not only harmless 
but very much the best of anything we 
know. Grate horse-radish fine, let it 
stand a few hours in buttermilk, then 
strain and use the wash night and 
morning. Or squeeze the juice of a 
lemon into half a goblet of water and 
use the same way. Most of the reme- 
dies for freckles are poisonous, and can- 

not be used with safety. Freckles 

indicate a defective digestion, and con- 
sists in deposits of some carbonaceous 
or fatty matter beneath the scarf skin. 
The diet should be attended to, and 
should be of such a nature that the 
bowels and kidneys will do their duty. 
Daily bateing, with much triotion, hould 
not be neglected, and the Turkish bate 
should be taken occasionally if it is 
conve nient.— Herald of Health. 


The lenses of spectacles or spy glasses 
that have become scratched or dimmed 
by age, may be cleaned with hydrifluoric 
acid diluted with four or five times its 
volume of water. The solution should 
be dropped on a wad of cotton, and 
thoroughly rubbed on the glass, which 
should afterward be well washed in 
clear water. Great care must be exer- 
cised in handling this acid, as jt eats 
quickly into the flesh, often producing 
painful and obstinate sores.

An Arizona Miner Essays to Take 


He Finds the Air Too Thim and Brings up on 
the Sidewalk—“Mein Gott in Him- 
mel, Where Am it”) 


Last Monday morning at 4:30 4. M. as 
J. W. Smith, of Smith’s Hotel and Bes- 
taurant, was coming down: stairs he was 
startled at seeing a man sitting down in 


the baggage room, and apparently looking
